January 2, 2003 – Senator Jason Allen, R-Traverse City, today was appointed by Majority Leader
Ken Sikkema, R-Wyoming, as the Vice Chair of the Economic Development, Small Business and
Regulatory Reform Committee and as a member of the Government Operations Committee.  The
committee appointments are in addition to Senator Allen’s appointment as Chairman of the
Commerce and Labor and the Gaming and Casino committees.

 “Senator Allen will be an excellent advocate for Michigan residents while serving on the
Economic Development, Small Business and Regulatory Reform committee and the Government
Operations committee,” Sikkema said.
